people of Norway are carrying on against 


+ their stubborn Swedish King. 


The union between Sweden and Norway 
is ofa unique character. There is nothing 
like it between any other two nations. It is 
not putting it tog strongly to say that they 
have nothing in common but a King, and he 
is their sole bond of union outside of the ties 
of a common blood and speech. When Den- 
mark, in the treaty of Kiel, in January, 1814, 
ceded Norway to Sweden, then ruled by 
the childless Charles XIII., the Norwegians 
refused to be thus transferred like cattle. 
In four days of the month of May 
of that year they drow up a Con- 
stitution at Eidswold, and made Prince 
Christian of Denmark their King. This 
Prince yielded, three months later, to the 
fortunes of war, but not until substantial 
guarantees had been exacted that the inde- 
pendence of Norway should be respected. 
An extraordinary Storthing was assembled 
fo consider the changes necessary to be made 
in the Constitution, and in November, 1814. 
the new Constitution, recognizing the union 
with Sweden, was promulgated. This Con- 
stitution declares Norway to be free, 
independent, and indivisible Kingdon, 
united with | Sweden under one 
King, the mutual limit of authority 
being expressly laid down. Under this Con- 
stitution Norway makes her own laws, votes 
her own budget, and provides for her own 
army and navy. For mutual convenience 
she pays the diplomatic representatives of 
Sweden to represent her abroad; but she is 
at liderty to ereate a diplomatic service of 
her own. It will be seen that this union 
is quite unlike the union of Austria-Hun- 
gary, or of England and Scotland. ‘The peo- 

le of Norw y are a ple of peasant 
landholders. T ere are few towns, and life 
is simple and peaceful. Among such a peo- 
ple there is no place for luxury. They tol- 
erate no orderot nobility. ‘They elect their 
ab.est and purest men to the Storthing and 
pay them about $3.25 per day of service, with 
actual traveling expenses—a rate of cumpen- 
gation which may give some idea of their 
habits. 

It is evidently King Oscar’s aim to efface 
all political distinctions between Sweden and 
Norway. He does not appear to be a bad 
ruler, but his.wish in this respect runs coun- 
ter to the will of the Norsemen and their 
preference for an independent existence, 
that is, fora union no closer than the pres- 
ent one. is fortified by solemn constituugual 
guarantees which at his coronation he took 
oath to respect. For twenty years there 
has been a epntest between the King and 
the Storthing over question of 
Ministerial r nsibility. The old Eids- 
wold Constitution was modeled largely upon 
that of the United States. ‘They adopted our 
pian of excludmg the Ministry from the Na- 
tional Legislature. This works well enough 
with us, where the Cabinet is responsible to 
the President and the President to the peo- 
ple.

A thoroughly cultured and scholarly 
gentleman, well fitted to discharge the duties 
of the office, Mr. Strattan’s defeat was whol- 
ly undeserved and yet easily accounted for, 
As a Representative in the Thirty-seeond 
General Assembly Mr. Strattan sought to 
represent what he believed to be the views 
of his constituents in the Counties of Jeffer- 
son, Hamilton, and White. In deference 
to his idea.of the prevailing sentiment of 
the Republicans in his district, expressed 
through petitions and otherwise, he voted ia 
the last General Assembly for the sub- 
mission of the prohibition amendment. 
From the moment he was nominated by the 
Republican State Convention he became a 
marked man. Many of the German Repub- 
Hieans resolyed to punish him. How well 
they succeeded an analysis of the official re- 
turns published in another column will 
show. Cook, La Salle, Will, Madison, St. 
Clair, and other counties where the German 
vote is peculiarly strong carried out the re- 
tributive program with a vengeance. 

But the punitive program was not re- 
stricted to the Germans. If any class of 
voters should have rallied to Mr. Strattan’s 
support it was the Prohibitionists. They did 
nothing of the sort, On the eontrary, they 
proceeded te nominate Elizabeth Brown, 
who never could have been elected in any 
event, and about whose eligibility, even if 
her election were not impossible, there was 
and is a serious doubt. Having nominated 
Mrs. Brown, they proceeded to throw away 
9,460 votes on her--enough to have elect- 
ed Mr. Strattan by over 4,000 majority. 
The pro-rum “Christian Democrats,” and 
all the other Democrats, of course, except 
some in Southern IIlinoeis, who voted for Mr. 
Strattan because he had lived among them 
and because they properly took his measure 
as an upright, industrious, capable, self- 
made man, east their ballots for an avowed 
infide). The idle theory that Christian tem- 
perance Democrats, as such, would vote the 
Prohibition ticket, so long as there was a 
straight Democrat in the field, infidel or 
Christian, never received a more crushing 
refutation. 

There is still another cause for Mr. Strat- 
tan’s defeat. The Republican strongholds 
in the northern and northwestern part of the 
State failed to do their duty. More especial- 
ly is this true of the counties composing 
the Fifth and Sixth Congressional Districts, 
The Republican candidates for Congress in 
those districts, Messrs. Elfwood and Hitt, 
knowing that their own election was assured, 
practically allowed the campaign to run it- 
self. Asa result, their own majorities are 
absurdly short of what they should be, while 
the vote on the State ticket, and especially 
for Mr. Strattan, is still less, Gen. Smith’s 
personal popularity carried him through, 
Mr. Strattan relied on the usual majorities 
in the Republican strongholds, and the 
aforesaid strongholds falled to get out the 
vote. For his manly, earnest canvass Mr. 
Strattan is deserving of all praise. In his 
defeat he will have the sympathy of all true 
Republicans everywhere, and even those 
who conspired together for his defeat or 
carelesly aided in bringing it about, may 
yet have cause to regret their action in pla- 
cing the public school system of Illinois for 
the next four years under the fostering care

eause he refused to assent to the 
forged proxy whereby his name was 
used to obtain controi of the New York Con- 
vention; and Pearson, the New York Post- 
master, must vacate the office he holds, part- 
ly because of his relations to ex-Postmaster- 
General James and partly to make room for 
one of the President’s favorits. The purpose 
is said to be to fill these several offices as fol- 
lows: George Bliss as District-Attorney, 
Stephen B. French as Collector of the Port, 
and John F. Smyth as Postmaster. These 
changes would elevate to the chief Govern- 
ment offices in New York three of the most 
offensive men In New York politics. It is 
not pretended that such a program would 
serve any political. end; the theory is that 
Mr. Arthur and his immediate friends have 
abandoned all hope for poliyical power in the 
future, and have determined to make the 
most out of the remainder of the present 
term. 

This story lacks the element of probability, 
if common sense and common decency may 
be attributed to the forces which make up 
the Arthur Administration; No occupant of 
the President's chair has ever prostituted 
the office to any such base purpose as 
this Washington writer describes. Two 
previous Vice-Presidents who became Pres- 
idents by accident apostasized and went 
over practically to the opponents of the par- 
ty which elected them. In both these cases, 
however, there was a hope of building up a 
personal following. of sufficient strength to 
assure future preferment—a misguided hope, 
it ia true, which was ruthlesly shattered by 
subsequent events, but which serves to ex- 
plain the political treason of which Tyler 
and Johnson were guilty. But Mr. Arthur 
would not have even so poor an excuse as 
that for undertaking the high-handed 
policy laid out for him. He can- 
not go over to the Democrats; flushed 
with. snecess as the Democratic leaders 
now are, they would not listen to any propo- 
sition for terms. He cannot build up a party 
out of the small faction which has been re- 
pudiated by the people in terms chat leave 
no doubt as to their intention, If President 
Arthur, under these conditions, should fur- 
ther manipulate the Government patronage 
with the purpose of providing high offices 
for unscrupulous politicians and punishing 
that portion of the Republican party which 
revolted against his methods, he would draw 
upon himself the universal contempt of the 
American people. Ine brief period of pow- 
er and profit which would be left to his 
friends would not compensate him or them 
for the humiliation they would be com- 
pelled to endure nor for the revenge which 
history would take upon their reputations. 

It is not possible to conceive that any man 
would be willing to prostitute the Chief Mag- 
istracy of the American Republic to mere 
personal malice. The position is too elevat- 
ing to admit of sueh degradation. Since the 
late elections Mr. Arthur must be pretty well 
convinced that he has no political future to 
look forward to, but ordinary consideration 
for personal reputation and a sense of his 
responsibility to the people will probably 
save him from the suicidal policy which is 
charged upon him. If not, there is a donsti- 
tutional protection against any designs which 
scheming and desperate friends may suggest 
to him in their own Interest, If he will not 
heed public opinion the Senate will stand be- 
tween him and the execution of any system- 
atic plan for revenge, He will not be able to 
secure coafirmation for appointments made 
for the purpose of punishing those who rep- 
resent an overwhelming majority of their 
party and the country, and rewarding those 
who have forfeited all claim to publie con- 
sideration. The demonstration of the power 
of the people has been so recent and 80 forci- 
ble that the Senate will not ignore it even if 
President Arthus and his friends shall show 
a disposition to do so, 


HERBERT SPENGER’S MISTAKE. 

There is yet more to be said apropos of Mn 
Herbert Spencer’s recent comments upon 
American life, particularly with reference to 
the habit of overwork and its effects upon 
American men as he saw them. Mr. Spencer 
drew a picture of these men and the physical 
results which overtake them, the outward 
signs of which are drawn upon their sharp, 
stern, haggard faces, It must be remembered, 
however, that Mr. Spencer himself is such a 
eonspicuous victim of the physical results of 
overwork that he was not able to see much 
more of the United States and its great army 
of toilers than is comprised in the City of 
New York. Of the Great West and North- 
west, which contains the bone and sinew of 
the land, he saw nothing at all. 

Mr. Spencer’s observations in New York 
were largely confined to that species of hu- 
manity which frequents hotels. Who were 
the men that he saw? Whose were the faces 
into which he looked and from which he 
evolyed such a pitiable picture of the results 
of overwork and the passion to get suddenly 
rich? They were not the business-men of 
New York, but the stock-gamblers. They 
were the men who venture all they have, all 
their wives have, all their relatives have, and 
all the credit they have, on margins, corners, 
puts, and calls. They are the men who are 
engaging in wrecking railroads and buying 
up railroads. They are the men who day 
and night are plotting in secret and in public 
te send stocks up or down, as may best suit 
their purposes in fleecmg their victims, They 
are the men who are skinning each 
other and venturing even their very 
souls on a stake, as Faust sold his

They got their offices at 11 in 
the forenoon and they leave them again at 3 
in the afternoon to dine at the club or to 
drive or to get home to their suburban resi- 
dences by steamboat or rail. Younger men 
devote a few hours tobusiness and spend the 
rest of the twenty-four hours on tally-hos, in 
polo, yacht-sailing, at Delmonico’s, the opera, 
in the theatres, anda good many worse places. 
They have time to go to Europe. dawdle 
through the cities and see life abroad. They 
have time for the watering-places. They 
have time every week to hunt foxes and ape 
other English habits in a manner that would 
make an Englishman smile. They have time 
for dissipation of all sorts. ‘They live fast, 
eat fast, drink fast, gamble fast, do every- 
thing fast except work, and the result of it 
ail is swarms of fimp, flaceid, languid, 
dawdling swells, The excitements of gam- 
bling and the dissipations of fast ilfe are 
written on their faces, and are not caiculated 
to present models for the observation ot such 
a mun as Spencer, whose pet theory is that 
of ideals, and yet such is the class of men 
which he mainly sawin his hotel experiences. 

The men who are engaged in useful labor 
he did not see, because he did not go where 
he could see them. Even thegentieman, Mr. 
Carnegie, whom he declared to be his most 
intimate friend in America, is not a worker, 
but a man who has accumulated an immense 
fortune out of a doubly protected monopoly 
the steel process. Before pronouncing his 
verdict on American life he should have seen 
its best types, not its worst. Before declar 
ing that Americans are physically deteriorat- 
ing by reasun of overwork he should have 
seen the men who work in this country, and 
perhaps he would not have made his state- 
ment so emphatically. He should have vis- 
ited the Great West and seen the men who 
work fourteen and sixteen hours a day, de- 
veloping its resources, Creating vast indus- 
tries, and feeding the world with the products 
of their labor. He would not have found 
among them the haggard faces of gamblers, 
nor the lack-lustre faces of genteel loafers, 
but strong, earnest, resolute faces that would 
have stood for types in his theory of evolu- 
tion and the survival of the fittest in the 
struggle for existence. It is unfortunate 
that he did not come West and see the men 
who labor. instead of remaining where he 
was compelled to see men who gamble and 
bet ou corners, and whose highest aim is to 
steal each other’s property, and then mistake 
them for the workers of this country. He 
wot ld not have found such types as he has 
described in the free air of the West, plow- 
ing its soil, felling its timber, navigating its 
streams, harvesting its grain, working its 
mines, and handling its products. He has 
only seen the surface excitement, not the 
strong undercurrents,. and has deduced 
therefrom a false inipression.

THE REFORM DEMANDED. 

There was no greater factor in producing 
the popular discontent and distrust which 
resulted in the political revolution of last 
week throughout the country than the 
growth, power, and insolence of bossigm. 
Bossism is itself the creation, the natural 
result, of the corrupudn of the civil-service 
system. The absenceof any legal or fixed 
system of civil service. produces bossism, 
and the latter results in the total corruption 
of politics, 

The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that the great mass of persons em- 
ployed in the civil service shall be appointed 
by the President subject to confirmation by 
the Senate, and by the chiefs or heads of 
departments. 80 far as the President is 
concerned, he has been stripped of this con- 
stituttonal power by the custom which has 
grown up in the Senate of rejecting all 
nominations made by him unless the per- 
sons selected shall have been  previ- 
ously recommended or proposed by the 
Senators from the State in which 
the office is to be administered. It is useless 
at this time to consider how this practice be- 
gun orto point out how long and by how 
many Presidents it has been submitted to. 
President Garfield made an exception to this 
rule in 1881 of two naminations to the New 
York Custom-House. The Senators from that 
State rebelled against the constitutional 
power of the President, and they, by way of 
resenting the “indignity” cast upon them in 
refusing to let them dictate to the President, 
resigned and appealed to the faithful com- 
mons of the State Legislature, The result 
of this appeal is well known to the country, 
and the successor of the then President hay- 
Ing since prosecuted the appeal of the Sena- 
tors to another tribunal, it has been rebuked 
by the most emphatie decision of the whole 
people, not only of New York, but of the 
country. 

The assumption of the appointing power 
by the Senators extended to the Representa- 
tives, until in time the whole authority of the 
Executive in appointing and removing passed 
into the hands of the Senators and Repre- 
seutatives in Congress, from which branch 
of the Government the Constitution carefully 
excluded such power. 

Since this usurpation of the Executive 
power of appointment and removal] the mem- 
bers of Congress have made the civil service 
a part of their patronage, appointing and 
removing at pleasure, ald making this pat- 
ronage a large agent in promoting their own 
elections. Cameron ruled the entire Federal 
patronage in Pennsylvania, using it to bribe 
the weak and to bully those who were de- 
pendent. As in Pennsylvania, so in other 
States. At the recent New York Convention 
Federal appointments were made in the hall 
in order to corrupt and influence dele- 
gates. The popular verdict against 
this abuse can ne longer be disregarded, 
Both parties are now conscious that it must 
be reformed. Various bills are pending be- 
fore Congress providing measures for the 
permanent divorce of Congress and the cliyil 
service. These measures are all directed to the 
one end, and vary only as to the details, Sen- 
ator Pendleton has a bill which provides for a 
permanent commission to prepare rules for 
admission to the civil service, subject to the 
approval of the President. By these rules 
there is to be a competitive examination, and 
all admissions are to be to the lower grades, 
with promotion, This bill provides no term, 
which leaves appointees in office during good 
behavior. Removals may be made at any 
time for cause, the person to be removed hay- 
ing a hearing if desired. The Pendieton 
commission is empowered to examine all ap- 
plicants, Senator Dawes has a bill which 
provides for as many commissions as there 
are parts of the country. Commissioner 
Raum has submitted a well-digested meas- 
ure which includes the best part of Senator 
Pendleton’s scheme, with the addition of 4 
provision retiring these growing too old in 
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of a pension. 

All these bills agree in the muin points: 
that the civil service isto be opento every 
person, that political opinions are no longer 
to control appointments, that capacity and 
fitness are to be the exclusive tests, These 
being the essential neeessaries toany reform, 
Congress should at the approaching session 
enact such a law, and not leave this great 
abuse to become a subject of reproach during 
the Presidential canvass of 1884, which must 
be the case should there be no legislation at 
the next session. 

This reform is not one that can be left to 
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could, but Congress was opposed to any 
such change, or any such interference with 
the accustomed and perquisits. The 
President was forced to assume the position 
of refusing all patronage to all the members 
of Congress. This would be to take from 
the members of ‘the two Houses the most of 
theic entire capital on which they 
depended to trade for their places 
and to secure (re@lections. In the absence 
of any statute on the subject any action by 
the President would place him in ap attl- 
tude of voluntary defiance of Congress, and 
in a voluntary refasal of all the requests 
and demands of and Representa- 
tives. Gen. Grant started out with hopeful 
expectations that members of Congress would 


unite with and ald bim iu breaking up the 


old system, and in the meantime he tried to 
inaugurate a new system. He was doomed 
to disappointment. ‘The whole party in Con- 
gress repudiated any change, the proposed 
reform was aneered at and ridiculed, Con- 
gress. réfused the legislation needed and 
asked for, and the President, failing to medt 
with any support, was forced to let thé whole 
scheme fall. | 

Legislation imperatively regulating the 
mode of appointing and removing persone in 
the civil service is indispensable to any 
measure of reform. The President would be 
helpless without such legislation; but with 
it the bosses, tig and littie, the Senators and 
Representatives alike would be stripped of 
all their power and business as office-brokers, 
and the civil service would become an insti- 
tution of the Government and not a machine 
to serve the ends of unscrupulous traders in 
official patronage,

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK FOR IRELAND. 

It is clearly within the bounds of certainty 
that Ireland may very speeally secure the 
benefit of local government. It she fails to 
do 80, the failure will have to be charged to 
the Irish party itself, not to Mr. Gladstone 
or the Liberal party. During the last session 
of Parliament he intimated that the Gov- 
ernment would be ready to consider any 
scheme for local guvernment, provided it 
were within the bounds of feasibility, as 
soon as the Irish party should formulate and 
present it. In his speech at the Guildhall, 
where Ministerial utterances are always re- 
garded as official, Mr. Gladstone again made 
a similar deciaration. In his speeeh in Par- 
UHament last Tuesday he reaffirmed it with 
significant emphasis, declaring not alone that 
the adoption of the closure would enable 
Parliament to consider the question, and that 
it was the only means of securing the legia- 
lation the Irish members wanted, but also 
that he himself was strongly desirous of de- 
vising some measure of local self-government 
for Ireland. That Mr. Gladstone deliberately 
stated the purpose of the Government, and 
that he intended to prepare the country for 
an impending change in the Irish policy, is 
evident from the enthusiastic manner in 
which the Irish press have received the dec- 
laration, and the large vote cast by the Home- 
Rulers upon the division in the debate on the 
closure rule, as well as dy the anery criti- 
cisms of the Tories and the unanimous howl 
of their papers. | 

It has been already explained in the for- 
eign advices that by local government Mr. 
Gladatone does not intend a concession of 
home rule, but of a satisfactory substitute 
for it,and Mr. Smalley unquestionably is 
correct in his surmise that it means, for the 
present at least, the granting of elective Coun- 
ty Boards with the right to nominate Sheriffs 
and magistrates, and to elect Boards 
of Education, Poor Law, and Public Works, 
As will be seen, the scheme is very 
similarto our county form ot government, 
and will bean immense gain to the Irish, 
as it secures them the choice of their local 
officers and the management of purely local 
affairs. It is not impossible that Mr. Glad- 
stone is preparing to go a step further and to 
secure to the Irish the management of a 
larger area vf affairs, suchas those which 
pertain to Ireland asa nation, by giving the 


Scoteh have theirs, when they ean settle 
legislative questions touching Irish interests 
without influence from the English mem- 
bers. Such a concession was intimated some 
time ago by the Liberal press as possible just 
as soon as the Irish members ceased to play 
thé role of eobstructionists, 

The outiook before the Irish party in Par- 
liament, therefore, is very encouraging, and, 
as we have gaia, they will only have them- 
selves to blame it they do not profit by it. 
There is now a much better feeling between 
England and Ireland. The crazy secession- 
ists and dynamite-exploders have done their 
worst and disappeared from the scene. Agi- 
tation has become more reasonable. The re 
cent council held in Dublin did much for 
Ireland by reaffirming the faith of Ireland in 
Mr. Parnell and adopting his policy of allevi- 
ating existing grievances, ameliorating the 
condition of the people, and enhancing the 
material interests of the country as the 
principal plank in the platform of the new 
league, Still another noticeable feature of 
the present state of feeling is the rapid eessa- 
tion of agrarian outrages. In an address 
made at Selkirk a few weeks ago by Mr. 
Trevelyan, Chief Secretary for Ireland, that 
gentleman declared that in September, 1882, 
there were fifty-nine actual. offenses against 
person, property, and the public peace as 
against 225 in September, 1881, and the most 
of the fifty-nine offenses were merely threat- 
ening letters. In Mareh last there were 531 
outrages and 587 men in prison on suspicion, 
In September there were only forty in prison 
on suspicion, and at the time he delivered 
his address, early in October, not one. In 
closing his speech, Mr. Trevelyan said: .

from their dream. A great shock has been 
given to individual Pashas, and several spe- 
cific machines have been derailed. There 
has been an electrical discharge of political 
virtue on a grand scale. A great many poll- 
ticlans who had their rods up in the hope 
that they might be “struck by Hgbtning” 
have been prostrated by a negative current. 
The public have done nobiy; but they have 
done only once. They have changed men, 
but have left the systems untouched. 

When the voters of Illinois and New York 
next go the primaries, will they find the pro- 
cedure changed? Possibly; and, perhaps, 
as a result of this awakening. But, if so, 
the change will have come by measures in- 
troduced after this. This election does not 
give the unregistered Kepublicans of New 
York the right to yote at the party primaries; 
it does not remove the causes which in Chi- 
cago and elsewhere in this State, as in other 
States, have denied the Republican a volee 
in his party elections. One can feel in the 
air that the high privates of the party have 
struck a blow for themselves so successful 
that no reform they demand can be refused 
them. But, for all that, the reforms will not 
come of themselves now any more than be- 
fore the election. 

Three days after the election circulars 
were sent to Government clerks in New 
York calling for the payment of assessments. 
Jay Hubbell in an interview in Chicago the 
day after the election reaffirmed, like the Re- 
publican Bourbon he is, the righteousness of 
the assessment system. Political gossip as- 
serts that all the Government offices are to be 
filled hereafter exclusively with the adher- 
ents of the faction that still has the appoint- 
ing power, though it has lost all its elective 
power. 

This means that the clerical force of the 
Government is to be disciplined more vigor- 
ously than heretofore as méreenaries with a 
nominal allegiance to their native land, and 
a complete subjection to their commanding 
officers. If political assessments are to 
cease much still remains to be done, What

SLAVERY. 

Rio JaANnErno, Oct. 14.—-An attempt was 
made this week by Senator Ottoni to bring 
up the slave question in the guise of a taxing 
amendment, he proposing a percentage tax 
instead of the ad capitem one of twenty-four 
milreis, and wishing to oblige all owners to 
declare the value of each slave within a max- 
imum of 800 milreis, although a “ likely 
hand is worth thrice that sum. He also 
proposed to make the declared vaiue the 
emancipating one, and t strike off 5 per 
cent from it each year. But our legislators 
are nearly all large slave-owpers, and the 
eloquent silence which at once fell on the 
august and usually jes and chattering 
assembly caused Senator Ottoni to see at 
once that he had put his foot into it. and to 
sit down disconcerted.

Miralfy Brothers at Haveriy“ 

The fact that IIaverly's Theatre was 
crowded last night and Sunday evening, 
when“ Round the World in Eighty Days“ 
was produced, would indieate that there 
really are people who like the Kiralfy 
Brothers’ presentation of that dramatic abor- 
tion; but it is hard to believe that any one 
having seen it once, as at present performed 
at Haverly’s, could ever care to see it again. 
The trouble is that it defies criticism, being 
indeed beneath contempt, and only the con- 
viction that silence might be construed into 
approval would justify any but tne briefest 
notice. The piece itself, if that can 
be called a piece which is merely 
a haphazard conglomeration of piéces, is 
too well known to“ require comment. 
Auy interest which could possibly attach to 
such a thing of shreds and patches must be 
due to splendor of scenery, effective man- 
agement of sensational episodes, and artistic 
grouping and ordering of mise-en-scene and 
ballet. And for this the reputation of the 
Kiralfy Brothers had probably prepared the 
larger portion of the audience that assembled 
to witness the initial performance of what 
the management is pleased to call a brill- 
lant production,” II so, that audience must 
have been not too agreeably disappointed. 
The whole ffair—scenic appointments, music, 
ballet, and, with four exceptions, the 
acting—was ag pitiable a burlesque 
as ever degraded a respectable stage. 
The exceptions referred to in the acting 
were the personations of Mr. T. L. Mason as 
a Calcutta magistrate, of Mr. George Edeson, 
who makes a capital Pussepartout, of Mr. 
William F. Clifton, who is a respectable, if 
too obtrusively wooden, Fogg, and of Mr. J. 
J. Wallace, whose Fix, the detective, though 
weak in the earlier scenes, displays consid- 
érable versatility and a genuine talent for 
character- acting. Of the rest of the compa- 
ny the only member calling for praise is the 
elephant, whose name, if it has one, ought 
by all rights to be accorded the place of non- 
or on the bills. As to the scenery, which in 
au avowedly spectacular production ought 
surely to be as Dearly as possible beyond cen- 
sure, it is simply disgraceful, even fora 
show, and last night 
was 60 unskillfully manipulated as 
to cause provoking delays and 
evoke intermittent ripples of contemptuous 
ridicule and laughter. The apology for a 
railway train was particularly funny, each 


car having been apparently seized with a 


frantic desire to fly off at a tangent, for fear 
it should fall to pieces in sight of the audi- 
enee, and finally, when by dint of super- 
human efforts, the apoplectic engine had 
been got to move, the novel sight so affected 
the startled wayside station-house that, smit- 
ten with dire dismay, it incontinently fled, 
leaving the perspiring engine to toil pain- 
fully after. After this the sight of an 
American conductor in a yellowish-drab 
Myles-na-Coppaleen overcoat, with heavy 
shonider-flaps, caused little surprise, 
and the other mishaps which succeeded 
one another with charming. regularity were 
aceepted with the resignation, if not the 
indifference of despair. There still re- 
mained, however, in the minds of some at 
any rate a hope of better things; the ballet 
was the Kiralfy Brothers’ strong card, and 
there at least comparative perfection would 
be found, with grace of movement and art- 
fully designed harmonies of contrasted 
colors. ..Unfortunately, the ballet was the 
worst part of the entire show. Indifferent 
as was the acting and tawdry the scenery. 
these had at least some negative virtues, If 
they were not high class they at any rate 
suggested nothing unworthy, and even the 
scenery, though in a literal sense far from 
clean, was in 4 moral sense of course irre- 
proachable. But the performances of the 
were both artistivaliy poor and 
ethically nasty, the excuse for clothing worn 
by the poor girls being a great deal worse 
than none, except, and this is doubtful, so far as 
their own conifort was concerned; their ac- 
tions in more than one place were grossly 
and indecently suggestive, and their every 
movement was devoid of grace, harmony, or 
what even by courtesy could be called the 
poetry of motion. This criticism does not 
inelude the two principals, Mile. Theodore 
de Gillert and Mile. Turri, whose dancing, if 
not exceptionally brilliant, is sufficiently 
graceful to merit a distinct word of praise, 
and, as ballet-dancing goes, is fairly whole- 
some and decent. It only remains to say 
that last night the piece dragged painfully, 
and it required considerable endurance and 
patience to sit it out. 


“Humpty-Dumpty’? at Hooley*’s, 

A large audience met at Hooley’s Theatre 
last night to witness the second presentation 
of ‘*Humpty-Dumpty” by Mr. George II. 
Adams’ new pantomime company. It is per- 
haps sufficient to say that the performances 
of Clown, Harlequin, Columbine, and 
Pantaloon, with the acrobatic feats, musical 
selections, mock-elephant evolutions, and the 
innumerable other tricks and marvels which 
wentto makeup the pantomime kept the 
audience, particularly the younger members, 
in a coytinual state of amusement and langh- 
ter. Mr. George II. Adams is a host in him- 
self, and though in one sense a stilted per- 
former, his contortions and somersets 

re exceedingly clever. One of 
— most pleasant features of the 
entertainment was the trained pony Seneca, 
whose philosophic and staid demeanor 
showed that he fully realized and entered 
with artistic abandon into the spirit of the 
character. One omission, which gave a dis- 
tinetly original, almost indeed the only orig- 
inal, flavor in the show, was that of the im- 
memorial and ever-welcome red-hot poker of 
the clown. Most of the other familiar trip- 
ping-ups, and kicks, and biows were there, 
but the poker was conspicuous by its ab- 
sence. Mr. Adams should look to this. A 
pantomime withqut a heated poker must 
seem to many old play-goers like Ilamlet * 
with the title role left out. By all means let 
us have it, if only for the reminiscenitive 
value, and thus render the only glaring and 
inexcusable defect to be found in an amus- 
ing and perfectly innocent performance,

KANSAS CROPS. 


Official Figures Showing the Wield of 
Wheat and Corn for 1882. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

ToprEKA, Kas., Nov. 11.—The current re- 
port of the State Board of Agriculture con- 
tains complete returns of all the crops grown 
in the State for the year 1882. Former figures 
of the board as to the product of the winter- 
wheat crop, based upon the best estimates 
obtainable at the time, were entirely too low, 
as now appears from reports received from 
350 correspondents, and from information 
furnished by farmers and those engaged in 
thrashing. Secretary Sims says that wheat- 
growers, as a rule, have been agreeably 
surprised in Kansas this year, the amount re- 
ceived from the thrashing-machine far exceed- 
ing their expectations. The most experienced 
farmers underestimated their crop, and that 
too after stacking. Fields that had been 
estimated. at twenty bushels per acre 
thrashed in many instances twenty-five to 
thirty, and fields that were supposed to be 
badly damaged by cold weather in the spring 
gave surprisingly large returns. There were 
in 1882 1,465,475 acres of winter wheat, aver- 
aging 23.16 bushels to the acre, the total 
yield being 33,943,398 bushels. In 1881 the 
acreage was larger, 1,974,608; the average 
yield per acre smaller, 9.70; and the total 
yield, 19,164,896. While the total acreage was 
508,948 less than in 1881, there was an in- 
crease of 14,778,502 bushels over that year. 

Spring wheat is not extensively grown in 
Kansas, although it has proved guite suc- 
cessful in the northern tier of 
counties. The total product this year was 
1,791,498, an average yield per acre of 
about thirteen bushels—the largest since 
1878. Farmers generally are not greatly en- 
couraged in the production of this cereal, as 
they regard it as avery uncertain and un- 
profitable crop. 

Ample proof of the capabilities and re- 
sources of Kansas as a corn-producing State 
is furnished in the steady increase of this 
crop. In 1870 the total yield was 16,689,000 
bushels, and a regular annual increase has 
been noted since that time until the present 
crop has attained the enormous proportions 
for a new State of 157,005,722 bushels from a 
total acreage of 4,441,836. Experience has 
shown that early varities, particularly in the 
central and northern portions of the State, 
succeed best, and early planting is generally 
recommended. There were planted 4,441,836 
acres, Which yielded an average of 35.34 
bushels, the total yield being 157,005,722 
bushels. 


THE CAPE COD CANAL. 


A New Company Formed to Bulld This 
Important Ship- Canal. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 13.— The Cape Cod 
ship-canal is to be pushed through after all, 
anew company having been formed and an- 
other charter applied for. It was stated to- 
day that three-fourths of the proposed com- 
pany are New York capitalists, and the re- 
mainder are Boston gentlemen. They will 
comnitnce operations under the most flatter- 
ing auspices, having at their command mill- 
ions of dollars, and when they commence 
actual operations they will undoubtedly 
carry the thing through. The trouble here- 
tofore has been lack of capital, one that, to- 
gether with the way the whole affair was 
managed, rendered it impossible to carry 
the project through. Residents living 
along the line of the canal have 
been much encouraged by strangers who 
have within a few days visited Sandwich 
and many localities along the line for the 
purpose of making such preparatory arrange- 
ments as may be required. The structures 
erected for the Italians along that barren 
plain still conspicuously loom up against the 
eastern horizon as a memento of the great 
failure, as well as the Italian insurrection 
that existed in the town ot Sandwich, which 
was so handsomely suppressed by Chief 
Wade and his force of Boston police. These 
same buildings will be used for the workmen 
while building the canal. Italians will not 
be employed if other men can be employed. 
Several prominent gentlemen think it would 
be a good idea to employ men from our sev- 
erai State institutions to do the work, whith 
could be accomplished at a much less ex- 
pense, 


A CONFIDENTIAL CLERK. 


His Mode of Balancing His Employers? 
Books Was by Depositing the Cash in 
His Own Pocket. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 13.—A special to 
the Pioneer-Press trom Baldwin, Wis., gives 
particulars of the embezzlement of H. C. 
Kulbeck, the long-trusted confidential clerk 
of Bartlett & Robinson, one of the leading 
milling firms ot that county. While the firm 
had all along the most implicit confidence in 
the young man’s honesty, it seems there 
were those who knew his extravagant prac- 
tices, and were confident that they could not 
be sustained upon his regular salary. Last 
week Kulbeck was on one of his peri- 
odical tears after business hours, and, 
the fact eoming to Mr. Bartlett’s 
ears, coupled with the suspicions of 
personal friends, he was given a couple of 
weeks’ vacation asa kind of penance for his 
intoxication. In the meantime his books 
were placed in the hands of an expert, when 
over sixty false entries were found between 
the office and mill accounts aggregrating sev- 
eral hundred dollars, which were balanced 
by depositing the cash in his own pocket. 
With these facts at hand the young man was 
yesterday placed under arrest, and today 
had his preliminary examination, and was 
bound over to the Circuit Court. 
Betore submitting to arrest, however 
he attempted to blow his brains out with ib 
revolver, but was prevented. When exposed 
he gave over to Mr. Bartlett two bank certif- 
icates of deposit of 8500 each, and about as 
much more was found secreted in the cellar 
of his boarding-house, and ether finds have 
been made sufficient to make a total of some 
$5,000, enough to cover his entire salary for 
five years. It is believed his peculations 
have been carried on for four years, much ot 
which even his fraudulent bookkeeping will 
not unearth. Heis said to be engaged to 
one of the most popular young ladies of the 
village, whom he was soon to marry. The 
wealth secured in the cellar it appears was 
hid by one of the lady boarders in the house, 
but whom it does not transpire.

The board engaged in canvassing the elec- 
tion returns put in yesterday seven full hours 
of steady, hard work, and upon completing 
the Fourteenth Ward, which they did not do 
until well on to 6 o’clock in the evening, they 
adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning. In 
the forenoon they combleted the canvass in 
the Ninth, Tenth, and Eleventh Wards, and, 
though no serious discrepancies were found 
in the returns there were a number of places 
in which many of them needed amending. 
‘Oecasionally the vote given to some anti- 
monopoly or prohibition candtdate had 
been substituted accidentally for 
vote given to the corresponding nom- 
inee on the straight Republican or 
Democratic ticket. There were a variety of 
little blunders here and there, but either the 
return, the poll-book, and the tally-sheet 
taken together indicated which was the cor- 
rect vote. The members of the Board of 
Canvassers intend to send for the judges of 
the precincts in which some of the most 


glaring errors were made, and have them in 
— presence make the necessary correc- 
ons. 

Mr. Matt Rapp, the accountant of the 
board, does not stop to figure up any tables 
by wards or districts, and in fact cannot do 
so until the board has gone over the returns 
a second time and filled in the vote in a few 
places which were left blank’ because there 
appeared to be some particle of doubt as to 
the correct figures. It is impossible, there- 
fore, for any one to possess themselves of 
the official totals. The Tumuxk reporter 
was fortunate enough to obtain the totals 
made by two gentlemen who have been in 
constant attendance upon the canvass, and 
who have kept tally of the vote for nearly all 
of the N officers, and by comparing 
these with a third, only a few insignificant 
differences were found. It is fair to pre- 
sume, therefore, that the table which was last 
evening compared with the tabie already 
printed in Tue TRIBUNE was nearly an ex- 
act duplicate of the totals which Mr. Rapp 
will deduce from the official tables. ‘The re- 
suit of this comparison shows no very large 
differences from the total vote by wards pub- 
lished in the paper dated Nov. 9. In the 
fourteen wards, the canvass of which Shas 
already been completed, Kohlsaat gains over 
what votes he was then credited with 
224 to Prendergast’s 176; Knickerbocker 
gains 184 to Baker’s 46; Harris, 184 to Boy- 
den’s 242; Hutt, 171 to Seipp’s 54; Hanchett 
loses 6 while MeGarigle gains 76; while Gal- 
loway loses 198, which is enough to sweep 
away his apparent majority. 

Making these changes, the totals are as fol- 
lows: Kohlsaat, 40,368; Prendergast, 41,575; 
Prendergast’s majority, 1,207. Knicker- 
bocker, 41.457; Baker 30.705; Knickerbock- 
er’s majority, 1,692. Harris, 40,486: Boyden, 
41,343; Boyden’s majority, 857. Hutt, 39,828; 
Seipp, 42,836; Seipp’s majority, 3,008. Han- 
chett, 48,696; McGarigle, 39,356; Hanchett’s 
majority, 4,340. Galloway, 40, 848; Ryan,41,111; 
Ryan’s majority, 268. The changes in the 
vote for Sennott and Neumeister for Probate 
Clerk, and for Lane and Parker, Superingend- 
ent of Public Schools, were so slight as to be 
almost immaterial, and both Messrs. Sennott 
and Parker are undoubtedly elected. 

In the Ninth Senatorial District,which has 
been somewhat in doubt, Messrs. Wendel, 
R., Pederson, R., and Clinton, D., were 
elected, the vote for the three lowest candi- 
dates standing: Wendel, 3.2775; Donnelly. 
8,1404¢: Wakeman, 2,872—making Wendel’s 
majority only 87. 

‘There was a rumor about the County- 
Building yesterday that Commissioner Senne 
had been defeated for reélection. The count 
is in such a shape that it cannot be got at for 
the present, but Mr. Senne, who ought to be 
well informed by this time, denies the truth 
of the story, and claims an election by a good 
comfortable majority. 

Some curious mistakes of voters are no- 
ticed. Philip Maas gotsome votes for County 
Judge although a candidate for Commission- 
er; twenty-three votes were recorded against 
Mr. Strattan in the Fifth Ward because they 
were cast for Charles T. Strattan instead of 
for Charles S. Strattan. Several Democrats 
voted for Clancy for the Legislature in the 
First District, when he was running in the 
Fourth. Ryan received some votes for Pro- 
bate Clerk, and 0. S. A. Sprague received 
three votes for Congress in the Fourth Pre- 
cinct of the Eleventh Ward. 

Coroner Matson in an interview yesterday 
stated that while it was not his wish to hold 
his office for any longer than he was elected 
for, yet if there was any doubt as to the 
right to elect a Coroner this year, it would 
be his duty to protect himself and bondsmen 
from any possible complications which might 
arise.

A FIENDISH PLOT. 


Dynamite Distributed Throughout a 
Distillery at Des Moines, Ia., with 
the Purpose of Destroying the Struc- 
ture. 

) Spécial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Drs Mornss, Ia., Nov. 13.—A villainous 
attempt to blow up the International Distil- 
lery was disclosed today. Yesterday Mr. 
Smith, one of the Superintendents ot de- 
partments, was banded the following letter 
by aboy who received it from Mr. Roberts, 
an employé of the distillery: 

Mr. Smith—Dgear SIR: There are fifty pounds 
of dynamite in the masher. It will explode at 
140 degrees fahrenheit, or a slight jar will ex- 
plode it. Notify the men, but don't allow tne 
letter to be seen. This is no boys play. We 
mean business. If you follow instructions 
there will be no danger. Noone will know when 
it is all taken out but Baobitt. 

Mr. Smith at once notified Mr. Kidd, a 
proprietor, who immediately began an ex- 
amination. On the machinery were placards 
inscribed, “ Fifty pounds of dynamite are in 
the building.“ In pipes leading to the masher 
were found several dynamite cartridges 
weighing eight and onehaif ounces and 
marked, Hercules No. 2.“ Up to noon to- 
day ten cartridges were found secreted 
about the machinery, which leaves ninety 
more to be disclosed, or enough to destroy 
all the packimg-houses in that locality, and 
possibly the city, as the works are only a 
mile distant. Thecause of the attempt is 
supposed to be trouble between the distillery 
company and Babbitt & Woolsey regarding 
the use of an apparatys used on which Bab- 
bitt claims a patent fur which the company 
will not pay. A few weeks ago he surrepti- 
tiously attempted to remove the apparatus 
one Sunday, but was caughtatit. Babbitt 
is in Chicago, and the workmen say the letter 
to Smith is in his handwriting. Roberts has 
been arrested. Cameron, father of the boy 
who carried the letter to Smith, has fled. 
They are supposed to be in with Babbitt, 
and it is possible the arrest of Roberts may 
lead to a disclosure of the guilty parties. 
‘The explosive was sent here, as the box in 
which it came and the packing were found 
on the premises. itis the custom to close 
the distiilery on Sunday, and thus opportu- 
nity was afforded to place the dynamite. 
Every part ot the machinery and pipes will 
be taken down before work is resumed,

SEPTEMBER WHEAT. 


Westerday’s Proceedings Before the Spe- 
cial Committee. 

The committee to settle the price of Septem- 
ber wheat continued the hearing of testimony 
yesterday afternoon.

OBITUARY. 


Frederick MacCrellish, a Journalist of 
San Francisco, 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Nov. 7.—Frederick 
MacCrellish, one of the publishers and pro- 
prietors of the Alta California, died at 8:20 
o’clock last evening at his residence, No. 907 
Pine street, San Francisco, after a protract- 
ed illness. The deceased was born in Phila- 
delphia, Oct. 2, 1898, and was consequently 
54 years of age. He was graduated from the 
high school of his native city, and in the 
early part of 1852, when 24 years old, he came 
to this State. He spent a short time in the 
mines, but not meéting with the success ex- 
pected he returned to this city and for a 
time was connected with the Ledyer. In 
1853 he returned to Philadelphia, where he 
was married. He brought his wife to this 
city, and in 1854 he worked as a reporter on 
the Herald. Later in the same year he occu- 
= the position of cominercial editor on the 

ta. | 

In 1856 Mr. MacCrellish and William A. 
Woodward became joint proprietors of the 
Alta, aud have sin owned the paper. In 
the early days r. MacCrellish was con- 
nected -with nearly every enterprise of prom- 
inence in the city, and in this way made many 
warm friends, who are left to mourn his 
death. In 1 he was one of the Directors 
of the California State Telegraph Company, 
and helped to plant the first telegraph-pole 
on the Southern line. He visited VPhiladel- 
phia again in 1364 and 1875, on each occasion 
spending a few months with his relatives. 

His death was not unexpected to his 
friends. For two years and a half he has 
been suffering from consumption, and for 
the greater part of the last three months he 
has been coutined to his room, where he was 
attended by Dr. Sawyer. He leaves a wife, 
but no children. ‘The deceased was a mem- 
ber Of Mount Moriah Lodge, F. & A. M., and 
of Pocahoutas ‘Tribe of the Order of Red 
Men. Mr. MacCrellish was noted for his 
charitabieness. No applicant for ahns was 
ever denied by him, and many now living in 
this city can testify to his sympathy and 
generosity and his desire to aid the poor and

liabilities estimated at $312,000. They have 
made a general and personal assignment to

banks and individuals here, the largest 
amount being held by the Blackstone Canal 

National Bank. The notes are so well in- 

dorsed that the creditors will lose notuimg. 

The cause of the failure is attributed 

to the “kid-glove” system of earry- 

ing on the business. Both Paine 
and Sackett comparatively are young men, 
whose fathers are wealthy, and who had [it- 
tie or no practical knowledge of the busi- 
ness. ‘They lived well, the business as 
they run it couldn’t stand the pressure.

SURPRISED BURGLARS. 


They Writted a Hole in a Safe Which 
Coutained Dynamite, Inserted a Fuse, 
and Awaited Hesults, 

Hor Sprnines, Ark., Nov. 13.—Sunday 
morning at 2 o0’clock a terrific explosion oc- 
curred in M. C. B. O'Brian & Co.’s store. A 
policeman who entered the building discov- 
ered that an iron safe had been blown open 
and that the desk, doors, and windows of the 
rear end of the building were blown to frag- 
ments and heaped together in confused 
masses. The glass in the front of the 
store, eighty feet distant, was shivered, 
and the plastering in the adjoin- 
ing store was broken, bat nothing 
was ignited.

CORPSES PRESERVED. 


Interesting Experiments in Rome. 

“Through the courtesy of Prof. Scalzi, 
medical inspector of the Hospital of Santo 
Spirito,“ says the Rome correspondent of 
the London Times, “1 had the opportunity 
of being present at the final examination of 
the body of a young man upon which Dr. 
Pietro Toninetti, of Verona, had experiment- 
ed by the use of a liquid preparation he has 
discovered for the preservation of dead bod- 
ies, whether of men or animals, and the visi- 
ble result was most surprismg. The subject 
died on the 12th of lastmonth—that is, near- 
ly six weeks ago—of disease of the lungs, 
and the liquid was injected thirty-six hours 
after death. On the 8th inst.—i. e., twenty- 
six days later—the ordinary wooden coftia 
was opened in the presenee of Prof. Scalzi, 
representing on the occasion the Minister of 
Public Instruction; Dr. Postempski, demon- 
strator of clinical surgeryin the Roman Uni- 
versity; Dr. Pretti, army surgeon, and others, 


and the body was found in a perfect state of 
preservation and flexibility and presenting 
the appearance of one that had only been 
dead a few hours. The cranium, thorax, 
and abdomen were then opened, and the 
brain, lungs, 1 and viscera, all of which 
were found to be in a perfectly well pre- 
served and healthy state, were removed.

| were set apart for a continued test of time 


which expired on Wednesdays On entering 
the operating-room I was unable to detect 

any offensive odor. The arms and legs and 
other parts I felt were soft and supple, and, 
except the absence of rigidity, presented the 
normal condition of recent death. Previous 
to the coffin being coffined for interment one 
leg and one arm were taken off for further 
preservation and examination, incisions were 
made and pieces removed for microscopic 
examination, and everywhere the muscles 
and tendons presented their normal colors 
and were perfectly fresh and sweet. The 
brains, lungs, and liver, which were 
on a table apart, had at first sight a very 
unpromising appearance. They were com- 
pletely covered with acoating of green mold, 

and might have beep mistaken for lumps of 


old bronze, but on being cut across they were 


found to be ina perfect state of preservation. 
The condition of the brain was most remark- 
able. It had undergone no alteration what- 
ever. The white and gray substances and all 
the convolutions were as distinct as if it had 
only just been removed from the cranium. 
In addition to the commission named by the 
Minister of Public Instruction with refer- 
ence to the application of Dr. ‘Toninetti’s dis- 
covery, in the anatomical schools of the 
kingdom and in other ways connected with 
the medical and chirurgical sciences, the 
Ministers of the Army and Navy have ap- 
pointed others to consider what use can be 
made of it in connection with their commis- 
sariat departments. Experiments that have 
been made on the bodies of animals with 
equal success tend to prove that the discov- 
weld may be.of great utility for alimentary 

poses, and especially in the preservation 
apy? n a perfectly fresh state of carcasses of meat 
for exportation to long distances. As re- 
gards the liquid Dr. Toninetti declines for 
the present to state what materials it is com- 
posed of. He asserts, however, that it is 
perfectly innocuous and its presence Jmper- 
ceptible, and in proof of its harmlesness 
drank.

For proper business purposes there is no 
dearth of available means. All past experience 
has shown that trade and commerce flourish 
best when the full legal rate of interest is easily 
obtained for their accommodation and when a 
lively competition keeps the rate for loans du all 
but the very. best securities 2 or 3 per cent 
above the fixed standard. We bave not reached 
that point this autumn, but were approaching 
toward it by steps that were producing a most 
whoicsome effect upon the market.

As soon as the 
boiders of the bonds can find any call for iegiti- 
mate business purposes at a better rate than 5% 
per cent per annuia, they can present their 
bonds and obtain ali that is due on them vo date.

coMM ERCIAL. 


The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday, with moderate activity. The tone 
chietly depended on the fact that the weather 
had turned from warm to cold since Saturday, 
while trading was chiefly local. Provisions and 
wheat were stronger, and so was spot corn. 
Other things were easy. There was general 
weakness in the afternoon, owivg to outside 
orders to sell corn. 

Provisions were active and ranged much high- 
er, but soon gave way. There was a sbarp up- 
turn early, pork advuncing about We, lard 30c, 
and meats on early deliveries fully 300. Hogs 
were quoted 124%@l5c higher, with only a mod- 
erate supply, and it was expected that the 
cold weather, while making packers here more 
anxious to operate, will actually cause a decrease 
in our supply, as the country packers will stert 
up from previous inactivity. But there had been 
a rise in product Saturday, and peopte who had 
filled shorts then became sellers at the sharp ad- 
vance of yesterday morning, on the theory that 
the advent of cold weather bad been already 
discounted, making a decline probable. Under 
the weight of their offerings the market de- 
clined at the close to 150 above the latest prices 
of Saturday on pork, and the same on lard, ex- 
cept that for this month lard closed about iv 
higher. Meats for near delivery remained strong, 
there being no prospect of speedy cutting on 
a large scale to fill the urgent demand for eon- 
sumptica which is said to exist. It was said that 
the packers yesterday withdrew their opposi- 
tion to stronger prices, except that one of them 


‘wus a free seller on the call; but the other side 


fell back too, there being little speculative de- 
mand on outside orders. On the a n No- 
vember pork declined 10c, November lard 5c, 

and the longer lard futures 2, while meats 
were steady. 

Flour was again moderately active and quoted 
firm, though cabie advices were late iu coming, 
which threw the trading mostly into the latter 
part of the session. The improvement in wheat 
tended to improve the demand for flour. Bran 
and middiings were rather firm, with only a 
moderate supply. 

Wheat was moderately active and stronger, 
advancing le, but closing only about N 
above the latest prices of Saturday. Our re-

In dry-goods circies there was nothing new. 
Trade remains quiet, with prices showing some 
irregularity. Groceries were in fair demand, 
and averaged steady. Nothing new was de- 
veloped in the marketfor clothing, millinery 
goods, and boots and suoes. There was a fair 
trade in dried fruits and canned goods at sus- 
tained prices. Fish were quiet. The butter and 
cheese markets were without new features. 
Oils were generally steady, an advance ot Olo 
in naphtha and gasoline being the only changes 
noted. 

In green fruits there was a steady feeling ex- 
cept for grapes, whieh advanced le per lb. Eggs 
were firm at 25c per doz. 
fairly active and steady, with local tanners tak- 
ing hold rather more freeiy.- In metals and tia- 
ners’ ware a healthy business is reported, both 
for the country and city trade. Potatoes fairly 
active and steady. Timothy and clover seeds 
were offered in light quantities, the former be- 
ing quotable at $1.55@1.58 for prime, and the 
latter at $5.50@5.00 for the same grade. Flax- 
seed was selling at $1.15X%@1.16 for good crush- 
ing On track, mostly at the latter price. Hay 
way quiet and steady at about Saturday's prices. 
Whisky was quoted le lower, on a basis of $1.18 
for finished goods. 

The wise men in corn came down-town yester- 
day morning fully prepared to see a big break in 
corn, but it did not cbme, though it was current- 
ly reported that new corn from Kansas is grad- 
ing No.2here. The frost did not weaken the 
market to any material extent, partly because 
the fact was anticipated at the close of last week. 
Parties on the inside say we must have particu- 
larly favorable weather from this time on to ver- 
mit the filling of one-tenthof the sales al- 
ready made for the year. There is now 


only about 400,000 bu of No, 2 corn in Chicago, 


Tole do, and St. Louis combined, with the old 
corn certainly well drawn out of farmers’ hands, 
The distillers starting up again now along the 
Onio River will absorb most if not all of the 
Southern corn that will be ready to market for 
the present, though it has been sold ahead here. 
It is well to note that Tennessee and Kentucky 
do not get frost as euriy as the more Northern 
States do, and that their corn must be cured 
somehow before it can be moved. In the after- 
noon all these arguments went to the dogs. 

Asa result of the decreasing accessibility of 
pine lumberin the hitherto great lumber pro- 
ducing States of Michigan and Wisconsin, it 
seems that energetic men engaged in that trade 
are not only reaching northward fora fresh 
hold but have invaded the South with the requi- 
sit capital and machinery, and the ax of the 
Northern chopper is already heard in the forests 
of Southeastern Mississippi, where an immeuse 
forest of vaiuable pine exists which furnishes a 
superior quantity of lumber and is very easy of 
access. Several enterprising gentiemen con- 
nected with the lumber trade of the Northwest 
have commenced work on an extensive scale, 
employing a large number of men in the woods 
and erecting mills which will soon be running, 
and can hardly fail to be remunerative, as a 
brisk demand may be looked for and good prices 
obtaine’ for the product.

The New York Associated Press has since 
its creation patronized the Weste n Union 


Telegraph Company, paying ita large sum 


annually for the transmission of news dis- 
patches. Other press associations have also 
been the patrons of the Western Union Com- 
pany, which has thus received an important 
share of its revehues for many years from 
the press, which has been its largest and 
most important customer, 

Several of the contracts between press 4as- 
sociations and the Western Union Telegraph 
Company have lately expired, and negotia- 
tions are now pending, we understand, for a 
renewal of these contracts. We advise the 


proprietors of newspapers which are mem-. 


bers of the Western, New England, or other 


press associations not to allow themselves or 
their associations to make 8 contracts 
with the Western Uniouatthistime. ‘fhere 
is a prospect that this monopoly may pres- 
ently have such opposition as will naturally 
com pel it to make more reasonable rates, both 
on land lines and cables. We are intormed 
from a trustworthy souree that the money 
has been actually subscribed to extend the 
Baltimore & Ohio land lines in such way as 
to complete in a very short time an effective 
opposition to the Western Union land lines. 
The well-informed correspondent who sends 
us this information adds: The Baltimore 
& Ohio Company and those associated with 
it adopt this program in order to protect and 
enhance the value of their own property, 
not to injure the property of others.” With 
their motives the public, however, has little 
todo. Ihe important point for the public 
and for the press, which is necessarily so 
largely interested in cheap telegraphing, is 
that the Baltimore & Ohio people have se- 
cured the means necessary to extend their

A Bouthern Associated Presa. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: ‘The nec- 
essity fora Southern Associated Press has 
long been recognized by the leading South- 
ern papers. The present service is necessar- 
ily weak. It is impracticable to properly 
collect Southern news at New York and 
thence send it over the whole territory from 
the Potomac to the Rio Grande. The New 
York papers go to press at 1 o’clock. This 
corresponds with 12 p. m. here and a quarter 
to 12 p. m. in Texas, after which hours it is 


impossible for the newspapers south of 


Mason and Dixon’s line to secure news. 
whereas were the point of distribution New 
Orleans or Memphis the service could be 
kept open at least two hours longer. The 
abstract of Southern news, moreover, which 
is made up for Northern and Western pa- 
pers does not suffice for the Southern jour- 
nals. An election in Mississippi or crop 
news from Alabama is necessarily more read, 
and of more interest, down here than in new 
York, and we want a fuller report of it than 
the World or Times would care about, 

„The Associated Press, moreoyer, has no 
representatives at many important points in 
the South, and has todepend on specials sent 
to the leading Seuthern papers. The Lee 
disaster, for instance, was reported from 
New Orleans, 300 miles away, instead of 
from Vicksburg, near which place it — — 
and consisted mainly of specials to the New 
Orleans papers 

** Indeed, most of the Southern news for 
the Associated Press is collected by the 
Sonthern papers. That association depends 
largely on Galveston News for ‘Texas 
iteurs, the T'imes-Democrat and Picayune tor 
Louisiana and Mississippi items, the Chärles- 
ton News and Courier for information from 
‘the Palmetto State,’ and the Times-Democat 
and Memphis papers for Arkansas hews.

Lake Freights. 

Yesterday, for the frat time this season since 
navigation opened, not a Single vessel was 
charted to carry grain to any port, either Amer - 
ican or Canagian. Nosbipper of grain wanted 
room, and but few vessels were on the market 
seeking engagement. While no room for grain 
was tuken yesterday, vesselme claim to believe 
that there will be an active and urgent demand 
for carriers to Lake Erie before the end of the 
week, and that the sudden change in the 
weather will cause shippers fo rush their graiu 
forward for shipment while there is yet time to 
got it below by lake. A very large fleet arrived 
yesterday, and with the vessels now on their way 
up Lake Michigan shippers Will be able to read- 
ily secure all the room they need during the 
week, but it is not believed that carrying rates 
dan be forced below the rates paid last week—3 
cents a bushel on wheat or corn to Lake Erie 
porta—as owners will lay their crafts up rather 
than submit to a reducuon. 

There was a good inquiry yesterday for ves- 
sels to bring lumber to this port, but carriers 
were scarce, not enough being on the market 
to supply the wants of shippers, and as a conse- 
quence carrying rates were very stiff, making 
it extremely difficult to secure vessels at the 
quoted rates, and in one or two instances an 
advance had to be conceded, altbough kept very 
quiet by both carrier and shipper.

The Marseilles Paper Company in 
Trouble.

Its entire 
stock of merchandize was recently sold to 
the Rock Kiver Paper Company for $90,000, 
the price being paid notes, which 
have been discounted or sold by 
the Marseilles Company. The company’s 
mills at Marseilles are valued at $60,000, 
but the title is bad, and the property has re- 
cently been sold to Bird Bickford, a stock- 
holder and officer in the company, for $4,- 
000, The only other assets of the corporation 
are $26,000 of notes and accounts. About 
ten days ago the company announced its.ina- 
bility to meet its obligatious, and tried to 
compromise, and since then its creditors 
have been clamping down on it. The affairs 
of the corporation have been chiefly man- 

by its President, A. F. Jackson, and 
Bird Bickford, a stockholder, who are with- 
out means.

in Judge Anthony’s court. The following

After the jury were impaneled, Judge 
Anthony delivered them quite a lengthy 
charge, explaining the nature of their oaths,

This report is doubtless generally correct, but 
there are certain defects in the jail that no jail- 
keeper can remedy or cope with, and these are 
defective or ineufiicient accommodation, defec- 
tive sewerage and ventilation, and the combined 
influence of all sorts of fumes, odors, and gases 
arising from the cooking of food for 200 or 300 
human beings, without any air-shaft to carry 
these odors and gases off, the use of ceil-buck- 
ets, the fetid breath of debased human beiugs 
gotug up from young and old. and many other 
things not necessary to mention. There is scarce- 
ly any time throughout the year but what the 
jail contains 200 or 300 peopie, and the space for 
their goverumeut is entirely inadequate. 

There is not in the average any more crime in 
our city than any other large city in this coun- 
try; but the difficulty is that our people do not 
realize that our city is a large one, and that the 
jailasit was planned and built ten or fifteen 
years ago is entirely inadgquate at the present 
time. 

The Judge called attention to the large 
number of crimina!s from other places tried 
here. At the last term there were tried and 
convicted: From Canada, 5; New York, 3; 
New Orleans, 1; Memphis, 1; from Kentucky 
and Missouri, 2; England, 1; and several 
from Wisconsin, Michigan, indiana, and 
various States and countries. The attention 
of the . was called to the boys’ — 
ment, Which was characterized as dark 
dank, and noisome,” and they were asked 
to see if they thought such accommoda- 
tions should be longer tolerated by those who 
are intrusted with the reformation or pun- 
ishment of criminals. The jury, he said, 
could recommend the enlargement of the 
jaii in the discharge of their duty as citizens, 
although they could not order it done, The 
Judge called attention to the fact that there 
were no retir 
Criminal Court Building, and the County 
Commissioners have never deemed it of suf- 
ficient importance to give the subject the 
slightest notice. There were fifty to 100 la- 
dies, he said, in attendance daily at the two 
Criminal Courts, and common decency 
required that the defects spoken of 
should be remedied.

Trying to Reduce the Expenses of the 
Sheriff's Office—The Bianket Job— 
Home for the Wayfarers—Taxes Col- 
lected. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon. 

THE. WAYFARERS’ HOME. 

A communication was read from the Rev. 
Dr. Thomas and others calling attention to 
the Wayfarers’ Home in Boston, and asking 
the Commissioners to look into the matter 
and consider the advisability of establishing 
a similar home in this city and county. The 
institution is one in which work is provided 
for the indigent, and where they are made 
self-supporting, and the establishing of such 
a place here, it is calculated, would super- 
sede the County Agent’s office to a very 
large extent, and work a much-needed re- 


form in the present system of public chari- 
ties. The document was referred to the 
Committee on Publie Charity, which will 
consider it in due time. 


COST OF FEEDING JAIL PRISONERS-~—SHER- 
IFF’S EXPENSES. 

Mr. Senne introduced the following, which 
was adopted: 

WHEREAS, It is provided by Chap. 75, Sec. 16, 
Revised Statutes, that the keeper of the jail 
shall furnish each prisoner daily with as much 
clean water as may be necessary for drink 
and personal cieaniiness, and serve him three

WHeERgASs, lt is further provided by Sec. 24 of 
the same chapter that the expense of keeping

FAR-WEST DEVELOPMENT. 


Katlroad BMutilding in Utah, Idaho, 
Montana, Orezon, and Washington— 
New Towns—‘“ining Enterprises—A 
Sample of Quick Justice. 

Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

OGpEN, Utah, Nov. 8.—After a flying trip 
over the Oregon Short Line, the Utah & 
Northern, and connecting Jines—the railroad 
racket going on in the New Northwest is ab- 
solutely bewildering~plain facts about the 
travel of the iron horse today read like the 
Arabian Nights’ tales of our boyhood days. 
Three great corporations, with many mill- 
ions in their coffers, are having a neck-and- 
neck race in the conquest of Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, and ‘Washington. Today some 
25,000 men are employed up there by the 
Union Pacific, Northern Pacific, and Oregon 
Railway & Navigation Companies, and the 
iron is going down at the rate of eight to ten 
miles perday. The work laid out for next 
year is none the less important. For in- 
stance, Hailey, the commercial centre of the 
great Wood River niining region, Idaho, 
some of whose mines are producing $1,000 a 
day—a town unthought of eighteen months 
ago—will undoubtedly be an important rail- 
way centre in the near future. The Wood 
River Branch (broad gage) of the Oregon 
Short Line will make its terminus here. The 
country to the north, east, and west of 
Hailey is developing so wonderfully as a 
bullion-producer that the construction by the 
Union Pacific}Company of narrow-gage feed- 
ers to at least four different districts is said to 
be only a question of a yearortwo. The 
Hailey & Bullion Line, leading from Hailey 
westward to the great silver-lead camp of 
Bullion (eight miles), and thence to the vast 
and rich mineral belt along the Smokies, 
with abranch to Camus Prairie, is thoroughly 
practicable, as demonstrated by surveys now 
going on. It will doubtless be the first built, 
as the traffic would warrant its immediate 
construction. This will be uliimately ex- 
tended westward to Rocky Bar, Atlanta, and 
Boise City. The Hailey, Sawtooth & Salmon 
River Line, leading northward to Ketchum, 
fourteen miles; Galena, thirty-eight 
miles; Vienna, forty-eight miles; Saw- 
tooth, fifty miles; Bonanza, 100 miles; 
Kinnikinik and Clayton, Bay Horse and 
Challis, from 100 140 miles. 
is next in importance and perfectiy feasible, 
as demonstrated by Union Pacific surveys 
of last summer. This will develop a mineral 
and forest region second in extent or rich- 
ness to no other in the world—one that has 
yielded to Nov. 1, or the last ten months, 
$3,000,000 worth of gold, silver, and lead. 

The Hailey & Littl Wood River Line, 
running easterly from Hailey through East 
Fork district to Muldoon and other Little 
Wood River camps, distance twenty to twen- 
ty-five miles, is probably next. The valuable 
iron ores of East Fork will have to be 
brought to Hailey by thousands of tons to be 
used in fluxihg by the smelters, while the 
other business (one mine alone having 10,000 
tons of smelting ore in sight) will soon be- 
eome of great magnitude. The Hailey & 
Deer Creek Line will ooh be a tangible en- 
terprise if present developments in the mines 
continue as favorable as during the past few 
mouths. This will be 
long, and will penetrate valuable forests, as 
well as rich mining districts. The lines will 
all be narrow-gage, and the transfer of their 
enormous trale at Hailey will alone create 
a sufficient business to sustain a population 
of 8,000 to 10,000 persons. 

The Utah & Northern (uarrow-gage branch 
of the Union Pacific from this city north) is 
now running regular trains between Butte 
and Deer Lodge, Mont., making connec- 
tions with the through trains at Silver Bow 
Junction. Butte City is 416 miles from 
Ogden. The road is doing an enormous bus- 
iness in * 2 from Idaho and Montana, 
and much of the time this year has had more 
business than it could handle. To be candid, 
the Union Pacific has beenj behindhand here 
from 100 to 200 cars of freight daily, so tre- 
mendous is the freight traffic. The opening 
of the Oregon Short Line (broad gage) from 
Granger, on the Union Pacific, 156 miles east 
of Ogden and 876 west of Omaha, to Poca- 
tello,on the Utah & Northern, 156 miles 
north of Ogden, bas relieved the road con- 
siderably, as all the supplies and building 
material used in the construction west of 
American Falis, Idaho, is now sent over this 
new line, thus saving time and distance and 
transfers between the standard and narrow 
gage. The grading of the Oregon Short Line 
is progressing well and is so far ahead of the 
tracklayers that ood progress can now be 
made in putting down the track. Men and 
machinery have gone forward to sink 
artesian wells in the huge lava 
beds, through which the road runs 
for ninety miles without water of any kind, 
between the American Falls and the Little 
Wood River. They are confident of secur- 
ing water by this means, and, if successtul, 
it will prove of vast benefit to the road. An 
enormous quantity of supplies is necessary 


for the thousands of men and hundreds of 


teams engaged ou this important line. Most 
of the supplies come from the East, Nebras- 
ka furnishing the grain, and Utah a large 
proportion. 

On the Northern Pacific through trains are 
now running daily from Portland to Noxan, 
the eastern terminus, 450 miles, the fare 
charged being $29.20. The shipments of cat- 
tle over this road are now so great that stock- 
trains take precedence over the passenger- 
trains. Washington Dunn, the well-known 
coutractor, who built the larger portion of 
the Utah & Northern, bas just taken a con- 
tract to grade a branch of the Northern Pa- 
cific from Little Blackfoot to Butte, Mon- 
tana. ‘The distance is about fifty miles, the 
road running alongside of the U & 
Northern most of the way. The company 
proposes to have this branch of the line com- 
pleted and running within the next twelve 
months. It is to be operated by an inde- 
pendent company. 

There is an unsolved mystery on the Col- 
orado Division of the Union Pacitic (Chey- 
enne to Denver) on account of a new track 
buiiding between Greeley and Fort Collins. 
The new line isn’t needed for anything very 
visible, consequently everybody has a theory 
about it, shrouded as it is in secrecy.

At 
the close of the trial a rope was procured, a 
noose made and passed around Watson’s 
neck, and he was led by the crowd to the 
Kelton crossing, and hanged in sight of the 
piace where his ¢rime was committed. The 
langing took plate about 3o’clock Friday aft- 
ernoon, over 200 men attending the execution. 
A couple of hours later the body was stripped 
of its clothing and left hanging as a warning 
to the thieves of the future, Feeling ran 
very high and a regiment of soldiers could 
not have saved him.
